Projects, projects, projects! 

or: what I did on my summer vacation... 

Yep; it's summertme and the livin' is easy. However, it's also the time to get those antenna enhancement 
projects going - errr, finished! Let's face it: If you're like me, you have *no* desire to get up on a 20-foot 
ladder - or in a tree - in the middle of winter, right? That means that RIGHT NOW is the lime to check out 
your antenna wire and coaxial cable. Look for weakness in the wire or fraying of the coax; if you find any, 
it's time to replace it BEFORE it comes down during that ice storm in January! 

Summer is also the time to install that new dipole you've been wanting - the one for 48-meters, or facing a 
different direction. Or maybe the three-element fixed beam you've been planning for the last two years. 
This is also the time to check out, and perhaps improve, the other - forgotten - side of your antenna 
system: The Ground system. It is the other half of what's in the air. It's a safety measure and a necessity as 
well: A good Ground system will enhance the best antenna, and it can help protect your expensive radio(s) 
from electrical surges caused by lightning. Mind you, it won't do windows (or dishes) - and you'll STILL 
have to disconnect your receiver during a T-storm! 

"But I've got a great connection to the cold water pipe!", you say. That may be the best you can do in 
certain situations - but are you SURE the water pipe is metal all the way underground? Or is it only metal 
under the sink, where you have it connected? 

If so, you don't have a Ground at all. And are you using a proper "transit" clamp or just twisting the wires 
♦real tight* around the pipe? If you're just twisting, you've got a high-resistance connection; not good! 
And never, ever, use a gas pipe for a Ground connection... 

For those who can do so, the best approach is a Ground Rod driven into the earth directly beneath the 
window closest to your radio(s). But don't waste your time and efforts with one of those copper-plated 4- 
foot rods from Radio Shack: They aren't long enough to be effective, and the copper plating will oxidize 
off in a few years leaving you with a high-resistance iron rod. However, RS does have an 8-foot rod for 
more money; it's useable in a pinch. 

For best results you want to use parts that are all of one metal. Placing different metals in contact with 
each other causes electrolysis, which causes corrosion, which causes resistance, and you want as little 
resistance between your radio(s) and Ground as possible. That's not as hard as it may sound but forget 
about using copper all the way, and stainless steel looks nice but is too expensive for most people. 
What I've done at my shack is go galvanized. I have a Radio Shack 36-foot push-up pole mounted on the 
deck, ten feet above ground; the pole's galvanized, so that's no problem. I went to my friendly, 
neighborhood hardware store and begged a scrap 6-foot length of galvanized water pipe which I pounded 
into the earth directly below the pole. Water pipe is quite durable and won't rust too quickly. I ran a length 
of 1-inch-wide tinned braid straight up from the pipe to the pole. Voila! The pole is effectively at Ground 
potential! From there I ran half-inch braid from the pole in under the door to the equipment, and another 
length of braid to the 20-foot pole at the other side of the deck to ground the FM and TV antennas and the 
scanner discone. 

The braid is connected to the pipe by not one but •two* so-called "transit clamps"; an electrical term. You 
can get 'em at your hardware store in the electrical department. I also left a depression around the old 
water pipe Ground rod - during the summer, when it's hot and dry, I run the garden hose a little to fill the 
pipe and the depression around it. Wet earth is more conductive and exhibits less resistance. It may not 
pass inspection by Power Company installers, but it certainly does the trick for this hobbyist! It's probably 
overkill, in fact, but 1 don't like taking chances with lightning. 
Some notes of interest: 

1. To attain a truly good Ground connection in most areas (unless you live in a swamp), you'll have to go 
down a minimum of five-feet! That's why those 4-foot rods from RS aren't any good. 

2. NEVER use a gas pipe as a Ground connection, even for temporary or emergency purposes. Lightning 
by itself is bad enough, and it only takes a small spark to set off a gas explosion! 

3. DO NOT pack your Ground rod with any corrosive material. While you may see a short-lived 
improvement in conductivity, it will corrode the rod and actually increase resistance, which reduces 
effectiveness. You CAN, however, apply chemicals (magnesium sulfate is best, but rock salt is useable) in 
a trench dug around the Ground rod and about 1 8-inches from it. 

4. Yes, you can parallel rodj> to reduce your inherent Ground resistance However, rods must be separated 
as far apart as they are long (or deep), and then must be bonded with wide braid or very large wire 



to be effective. It won't do any good to pound in three or four rods right together. Unfortunately, 
effectiveness could create problems mowing the lawn - and maybe with the wife as well, ey?. 
5. If you don't have the yard space for such things as Ground rods, try a radial or two. Buy a 100-foot roll 
of speaker wire from Radio Shack, strip the free end of both wires and twist them together, then attach the 
twisted wires to the GND terminal, or the chassis, of your radio. You don't even have to unroll all the 
wire. Ask Captain Willy - it works! If you are blessed with space, roll out the radials under your antenna;

LA VOZ DEL CID BACK ON THE AIR 

Last month we noted that the last remaining pure "black" anti-Castro clandestine. La Voz del Cuba 
Independiente Democratica. had been off the air on their 6306 kHz evening frequency. They previously had 
abandoned their 9942v kHz daytime channel. ACE member Chris Smolinski of Maryland e-mailed in that he 
is hearing the reactivated CID nightly on 6306 kHz. I checked the frequency and found them blasting in with 
an S9+20 signal on July 14 at 0545 UTC. It was almost as though Ihey are using Dr. Tornado's transmitter at 
Radio Metallica Worldwide. CID cited transmitter difficulties for their silent period, although it is also well

jage Nigerian clandestincs. Radio NADECO's latest 
schedule, originally broadcast by Glenn Mauser on World of Radio and relayed via the 7240 kHz ANARC 
amateur radio SWL net, consists of 1 5 minute programs via WWCR at 0500 UTC on 5070 kHz, and at 1630 
UTC on 15685 kHz. The program ordinarily runs Monday through Friday, and has been on since June 30. 
NADECO is the acronym for the National Democratic Coalition. The station's address is 514 1 0th Street NW, 
Suite 600, Washington, DC 20004. They give a fax number of (202) 347-0921. In addition, the Voice of Free 
Nigeria has a one hour broadcast in English and local African languages on 1 1680 kHz. ACE member Harald 
Kuhl of Germany reports a June 21 log of them. Programming consisted of interviews and discussions of 
Nigerian politics. He said that their show was "civil" "with no militant anti-government statements." He noted 
co-channel interference from a Japanese language Radio Pyongyang transmission on 1 1679.9 kHz. Ed Rausch 
of New Jersey called in July to report a decent signal on this frequency as well. BBCMS reports that their 
announced schedule is once a week on Saturdays. The station web site is at http://pw2.netcom.com/~fnrn on 
the Internet. They use (317) 216-4590 as a phone contact. Correspondence goes to Free Nigeria Movement, 
PO Box 441395, Indianapolis, Indiana 46244. An e-mail address offnm@ix.netcom.com is also announced. 
Both of the new stations are distinct from the long-standing Radio Kudirat Nigeria clandestine. 
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Harald Kuhl sends in some fascinating information on il,r Doitt Mil V of Inn, I ct me quote Harald "In 

a communication by telephone and fax with the chid r,lu,., „i i ir„„„ v ■ „| Iran, he told me a little 

bit more about there radio station: "Our radio slnlion ii, u, Inn, quit.

NICHOLS CUBAN CLANDESTINE ANALYSIS 
John Nichols. Professor of Communications al Pea, Slate 1 nive'rsix sends in word thai his analysis of Cuban 
clandestine radio in the I980's and 1990s is a chapter in a new book, Messages from the Underground: 
Transnational Radio in Resistance and in Solidarity, edited by Nancy Lunch Street and Marilyn J. Matelski. 
Nichols' analysis contains a list of all 34 Cuban clandestincs that were active during these two decades. Most 
of us probably don't realize (hat there were this many! Nichols finds that most pure "black" clandestincs 
targeted to Cuba have disappeared, and that this indicates "a process of institutionalization and ossification of 
anti-Castro broadcasting. Separated by 90 miles of water and 35 years from their homeland, the Cuban- 
American leadership is becoming decreasingly relevant in Havana despite its increasing relevance in 
Washington." This is an extremely interesting analysis, and I'm sure that most of us will want to read it. Many 
of us remember John from his 1987 book written with Lawrence Soley, Clandestine Radio Broadcasting 
However, John sends in word that his publisher, Praeger Books, charges $55 for copies of the new book! Ho 
boy! You might want to go down to your nearest college library to check out a copy. John notes that he has 
heard that Jorge Mas Canosa of the Cuban American National Foundation has had some health problems 
lately. This could be a factor in the somewhat declining influence that Mas is having in Washington, as we 
discussed in the last two issues of Tlie ACE. 

REPUBLIC OF TEXAS STILL FUNCTIONING 
ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas sends an article from the July 5 Lubbock Avanlanche-Journal on a 
Republic or Texas constitutional convention. The July 4 convention was held in the courthouse of Sherwood, 
Texas, and was attended by about 26 delegates. Robert Sudbury, a truck driver and delegate from Athens, 
Texas, noted that about 700 people had attended a Republic of Texas convention in Dallas last year. D 
denied any ties with the militant Republic of Texas Taction that had an armed standoff with Te.. 
enforcement officials ill fori Davis, Texas earlier this year. The newspaper article did not mention ar 
about the group's alleged plans to start a 50 Kw medium wave pirate/clandestine station, which is a concept 
that seems to have vanished. 

Delegate Larry Falzilto of San Angelo, Texas, formerly from Ohio, said that he read about the Republic of 
Texas in an Ohio newspaper Since his patriot group in Ohio had "fizzled out," Falzitto said that he went to 
Texas "to start of new lire as a citizen of the Republic of Texas." Gigi asks if I would send her a box of "Ohio 
Fizzle." I'd do so, except for the Ohio Fizzle to be elTcctive, you must drink Lake Erie water and watch 
Cleveland Browns games repeatedly for a number of years. 

Gigi says that during a recent trip to Italy, she did not see any of the clandestine television transmitters that 
BBCMS has reported jamming licensed RAI television stations. 

SERBIAN UNLICENSED STATIONS 
Veteran DXer Don Moore of Iowa sends in a posting from the DEVMED1A Internet site. It's brief enough and 
interesting enough that I'll just quote most of it here. "Federal Telecommunications Minister Dojcilo 
Radojcvic threatened to suspend the operation of all pirate radio stations in the Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia (Serbia), reports the Committee to Protect Journalists. In a statement published on 2 June 1997 in 
the daily "Belgrade Politika." Radojevic said the (radio) stations could be banned permanently if they failed to 
submit the documents required for obtaining a temporary broadcast license by 30 June. According to the 
ministry, there are 333 radio stations and 144 TV stations in Serbia and 14 radio stations and seven TV 
stations in Montenegro operating without a broadcast license. According to the Committee to Protect 
Journalists, the Serbian Association of Independent Media recently complained that broadcasting is regulated 
at federal and republic levels by a number of contradictory laws and regulations, or which ministry officials 
have taken advantage. It is unclear what documents the stations must submit and what criteria will be used to 
determine who is eligible for a temporary license." CPJ alleges that Radojevic was using this licensing 
requirement to ban certain stations on the basis of their politics. 

BB CMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
Again this month we have-a variety of clandestine news from the BBC Monitoring Service, received via 
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Camhnilin. Radio of (he Provisional Government of National Union and National Salvation of Cambodia, the 
Khmer Rouge clandestine, announced a sched of 5407 kHz for 90 mins at 1130 & 2330 UTC. Both shows 
used to run for two hrs. BBCMS says that the station was off the air June 13-15, but was heard after June 16. 
( iolombta, BBCMS reports that Radio Patria Libre was heard on June 24 on 6250 kHz from 2210-2233* with 
news, political commentary, and revolutionary songs in Spanish. They copied an off-air schedule 
announcement claiming that the station transmitted daily at 1800 and 2200 UTC. B 
following, "Due to damage to a piece of our equipment, Radio Patria Lil 
an indefinite period of time. We will be informing you of the date of th. 
says that the station was off the air the next day, June 25. The station has not yet informed The ACE when 
they plan to restart their broadcasts. 

Congo. BBCMS monitored a June 27 broadcast of Radio Nationale Congolaise in French from Brazzaville at 
1800 UTC on June 27, in which the station claimed that "pirate radio and television stations" Radio Congo 
Liberie and Canal Liberte, operated by supporters of former President Denis Sassou-Nguesso, is using stolen 
government equipment. The FM station uses 96.4 MHz from transmitters at the National Broadcasting Center, 
held by a militia of the ex-President. 

Ethiopia. A new station, Radio Voice of One Free Ethiopia, has been broadcasting in Amharic with 
programming against the governments of Ethiopia and Eritrea. The station, which has been noted since June 
18, operates on Sundays and Wednesdays for an hour at 1615 UTC on 12105 kHz. An on-air announcement, 
heard despite poor reception quality, mentioned a station address of Post Office Box 5801, Washington, DC 
20016. BBCMS speculates that like the Voice of Ethiopian Patriotism and Free Radio Voice of Ethiopia 
Unity, the station is probably using a transmitter in the former Soviet Union. 

Iran. BBCMS lists off-air monitored schedules for twelve different Iran/Iraq/Syria clandestines, but we'll hold 
the material for next month because space is tight in the column. 

Iraq. The Jordanian weekly Al-Urdun reported that Al-Mustaqbal Radio (The Future), the voice of the Iraqi 
National Accord Movement, is no longer transmitting on 1008 kHz. BBCMS reports the station has not been 
heard since June 1 5. A Jordamian newspaper, Al-Hotath, said nn June 30 that the station was down for repairs 
to strengthen its signal against Iraqi jamming, and could go back on the air if necessary. 
Kurdistan. Med TV, the London-based quasi-clandestine Kurdish television station, has complained that the 
government of Turkey has been jamming the Med TV satellite feed. At a news conference featuring British 
Labour Party MP John Austin from Erith and Thamesmead, station officials claimed the jai 
a transmitter in the area of Sinop, Turkey. Med TV a! 
had begun broadcasting for 90 minutes at 0400 an 
not report hearing them. 

Palestine. Israel and Palestinian officials have been arguing about various broadcasting issues. Israeli 
Communications Minister Limor Livnat complained thai the Palestinian Authority is attacking Israel because 
of a leafiet distributed in Palestine with a drawing of the Prophet Muhammad in the form of a pig. Livnat 
threatened to withdraw transmission frequencies from Palestinian authorities. The Voice of Palestine in 
Jericho responded by saying their signal was part of the Oslo agreement, and their frequency is registered at 
the International Telecommunications Union. In a related matter, Palestinian minister of culture and 
information Yasir Abd Rabbuh complained on the Voice of Palestine that Israel TV Channel Two was 
building four transmitters on Palestinian territory with funds from the Israel government. He said that this is 
also a violation of the Oslo and Taba agreements, demanding that construction cease. 

Sierra Lconc. During fighting between the new military junta of Sierra Leone and Nigerian peacekeeping 
forces, a clandestine ID'ing as FM 98.1 operated during early July. Apparently the transmitter was located at 
the Economic Community of West African States Cease-Fire Monitoring Group barracks. The French news 
agency AFP reported that the station left the air following an attack of the ECOMOG headquarters near Lungi 
International Airport by junta forces on July 9. Ousted Sierra Leone President Ahmad Tejan Kebbah was 
heard on the clandestine, urging soldiers to defect to ECOMOG. 

Syria. According to the July 7 edition of the London newspaper Al Hayal, Voice of Arab Syria transmissions 
from Iraq were suspended in late June. The paper cited Iraqi opposition sources in Damascus for the info. 
Voice of Iraq, which transmits anti-Iraq programming from Damascus on 828 and 1 125 kHz from 1900-2030 
UTC, continues to operate, but with less criticism of the Iraqi government. 

USA. A bill is circulating in Congress to start a 24 hour Mandarin service beamed to China. President Clinton 
is supporting the bill, which would be a service "shared between VOA and Radio Free Asia." Meanwhile, a 
bill appropriating $2 million to Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty for a "Radio Free Iran" service has passed 
the Senate. The I louse only passed a bill to study both "Radio Free Iran" and "Radio Free Africa," but did not 
appropriate any funding. The two bills are in conference committee.

First off, I want to comment on the CIA counting stations that I reported on last month. 
The 0100 sked on 4645 and 4670 has Indoed ended as I predicted However, it is using 
4645 at 0200 now. This will also probably last a while and then disappear. The messages 
sent at 0200 are possibly real and not "dummy" training messages since the number of 
groups in each message varies. 

Quite often I am asked how easy it is to hear numbers stations. First, it doesn't take 
much in the way of a receiver. You can hear them on anything from a cheap, portable SW 
receiver to the most advanced high-end receiver. Generally, you can use the same receiver 
you use to tune In pirates on the HF bands. Any receiver covering the entire HF spectrum 
with AM and SSB capability will be sufficient. A digital frequency display is ideal. 

The hardest part of listening to numbers stations Is to be on the right frequency at the 
right time. Numbers stations, like pirates, don't publicize their schedules, and they often use 
seemingly random frequencies & times. They normally avoid the amateur, maritime, 
broadcast, and aeronautical bands, but they have often been found there. For the most part 
they use frequencies in the fixed services bands. I have also noticed a tendency to use 
frequencies that are close to the edges of different bands. For example, the Cuban YL/SS 
station that can be found on 6983 at 0200 Fridays 6983 is, of course, just below the 40 
meter ham band. Some of the Cuban stations also use 4017 and 4028, which are just 
inside the 4 MHZ maritime band and next to the 75 meter ham band. Numbers stations 
usually use quiet, unused freqs so as to not cause interference to legitimate users, but this 
also is not always the case A couple of years ago I heard several MARS stations 
commenting on a numbers station that had disrupted their net. 

One thing I always look for when spinning the dials is an AM carrier with no 
modulation. If you find one on a freq outside of the broadcast bands near the top of the 
hour, it's worth keeping an ear on. Most stations that use AM turn their carrier on a while 
before the actual broadcast. It also helps to become familiar with what signals you usually 
hear on different frequencies to spot those signals that are out of the ordinary. 

Another question that I was recently asked is, "Why do you listen to numbers stations 
when you can't decode any of the messages?" While we can't decode any of the 
messages, it is a challenge to match your wits against those In the intelligence community. 
Since they don't publish frequencies or schedules, part of the fun of chasing numbers 
stations is finding them. A bigger challenge is actually trying to identify the agencies behind 
different stations. Huge clues have been gained by hearing little mistakes made by different 
stations, like the Cuban stations that accidentally play Radio Havana programming from 
time to time. It has taken an incredible amount of monitoring by numerous SWL's over the 
years to provide all the information we currently have on different stations. 

Of course I think the thing that keeps me interested the most about numbers stations 
is the fact that none of them officially exist. Don't believe me? Try getting any information 
about them from any government agency. You're bound to get a reply along the lines of: 
"We cannot confirm or deny the existence of..." and "...we are not presently disposed to 
comment on such activity, if in fact it does exist." Trust me, it's been tried before. I must 
say, though, that if we knew all the answers to the mystery of spy numbers stations, they 
wouldn't be nearly as intriguing. 

Speaking of intriguing, Tom Mazanec sent me an interesting item that he is not sure 
actually happened or not. It seems that in the early days of FM radio, a spy numbers station 
went on the air on the IF frequency of the FM radio recievers (possibly 10600 KHZ), and 
everyone in that part of the country (upper peninsula of Michigan) could hear only the 
numbers broadcast on FM no matter what station they tuned to. The numbers station 
changed their frequency in record time. Tom asked me if this actually happened or if it is 
plausible. I admit I never heard of it before, but perhaps someone out there may have 
heard of it or even experienced it. If anyone knows anything about this, please let me know. 

That's all for this month. Next month I plan to take a look at the Cuban numbers 
stations and their skeds.

Hola hombres.... and welcome back to Humble Howie's Homebrew Homepage. Impedance 
matching and level matching are the substances of abuse for this month. Microphones and earphones. 
Speaker and line outputs. And even a handy-dandy homebrew that you can't beat with a stick. 

Impedance was touched upon last month in reference to antenna systems. Think of 
impedance as being a ratio of voltage : current for ac resistance. For those of you who are familiar 
with Ohm's Law [ R = E 1 1 ], convert this formula to Z = EAC I /AC. The operative word here is 
alternating current. Chokes and transformers will pass direct current with comparatively little loss, 
rhetr dc resistance may be measured in ohms, or fractions of an ohm. However, the design 
parameters of these devices may indicate that their ac impedance (in a specified frequency band) is 
measured in hundreds or thousands of ohmsl 

Again, as per last month, correctly matching the impedance of a source and a load yields 
maximum power transfer in an ac system; be it RF or AF. A simple demonstration can be affected by- 
plugging a set of old high-impedance headphones into the 8-ohm headphone output of a stereo 
system. Hear much? I didn't think so. Hi-Z 'fones' have hundreds of turns of very fine wire. They 
are voltage-operated devices. The 8-ohm stereo output has a much heavier current that is meant to 
drive tens-of-turns in the voice coils of current-operated Lo-Z fones. The wire resistance of the Hi-Z 
fones saps the current as heat, not audio. Try this experiment for very, short periods only; that heat 
can cook the Hi-Z windings in those old boat-anchor 'cans'. 

Line levels represent the voltage in the signal. A set of 8-ohm fones may be rated at 500 
milliwatts (0.25A/2V). An 8-ohm speaker may be rated at 50 watts (2.5A/20V). They are both rated 
for 8-ohm systems, but the 'cans' would be blown sky-high if they were connected to the speaker 
outputs (at any but the lowest volume settings). 

Audio devices generally have their outputs specified in watts or volts. Microphones typically 
generate flea-powered signals in the range of from <lmV to >125mV (Lo-Z) ; >1.5V (Hi-Z crystal). 
Their impedances will range from several hundred ohms (Lo-Z) to 50K-ohm or more (Hi-Z). Line 
operated devices (such as mixers, tape players, and EQs) generally function in the range of 10K- to 
50K-ohm (or higher) with outputs at lOOmV to 1 .5 V. 

Problem . How to connect the 8-ohm earphone output of a Walkman-type tape player or 
stereo, to a transmitter microphone input? The rig needs to be fed a 200- to lOK-ohm audio signal at 
less than 200mV. At 500-ohms input, this works out to 50mW; 200mV @ 10mA. The stereo puts 
out an 8-ohm signal at up to 500mW (625mV @ 80mA for 50mW; about 3 clicks out often on the 
volume control). Power levels are OK. But the impedance is all wrong. We need about one-third of 
the/one voltage. 

Answer . RatShak's 273-1380 [at only $1.99 ea.] is a compact, economical matching 
transformer. It has a 1000-ohm c.t. primary to 8-ohm secondary. The two halves of the primary each 
represent a 250-ohm winding (because the Z increases as the square of the turns increase. Double the 
number of turns, and you increase the impedance four-fold. This little devil, with good audio 
frequency response, can match loads between 200 and 500 ohms, to sources of 8-ohms, by wiring the 
transmitter input across only one-half of the primary winding; the audio input being wired across the 
secondary. If the rig needs higher impedance signals, take the output from the entire winding. In this 
manner, an 8-ohm source will drive inputs from 500- to about 5K-ohm. 

Modern rice-box rigs generally accept inputs over the range of 300-ohms to 50K-ohm. Pop an 
RCA jack into the base of that MC-50 desk mike, wire the jack across the 8-ohm winding and on to

John Arthur and I (as well as others) aie able to get some of our news from a professional newspaper 
called Radio World. Over the last couple ofyeurs or so, they have reported little slices of pirate radio and 
coverage of such hat Incensed In DM lUl Six months or so- possibly due to more stations coming on the 
air in the open, maybe? Mostly, the writers for Ihis journal have been in support of small, low-powered 
stations; to be sure, there's been one or two nasty letter-writers. Hey, even one headline screamed, 
"Peanuts or Pirates, Make 'cm Legal"! (May 28, 1997 issue). 

For all it's objective reporting, one article disturbed mc: that of the FCC trying to shut down pirate radio 
equipment manufacturers. To be sure, this is part of their job. I'm sure they're going after the folks like 
Stephen Dunnifer and L. D. Brewer, the latter's ads being found at the website "alt.radio.pirate". 
Unbeknownst to many, Mr. Dunnifer has exported numerous transmitters and kits that are NOT being 
used in this country, many for humanitarian uses. Also, those of R. Scott Comm Ltd. in Canada. I'm sure, 
are being used in remote Canadian communities far from civilization. These and others are being used 
around the globe in countries that DO allow private, low-powered broadcasting. 

I see the situation like this: to shut down these and others would most assuredly cause other manufacturers 
to start up. Look at the situation of CB linear amplifiers: one or two builders get hit, but others still 
continue today. Any body can use what one sees as a legitimate product for evil means- such as criminals 
using scanners to listen to & elude police- gel the picture?- but some folks can go too far. If an 
automobile is used in committing a felony or homicide, will we as consumers be further penalized and 
regulated for the actions of a few? It's happening all the time . .Just look at gun owners! 
THAT one article didn't disturb me as bad as reading about some jerk actually jamming KZZU-FM in 
Spokane, WA (Radio World. 6/25/97). This idiot was apparently mobile with enough wattage to jam

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THE EURO REPORT By Ranier Brandt 



Hello, fellow DXers and Free Radio enthusiasts over there in America! After some silent months I 
thought it's time to reanimate the EUROREPORT! 

Unfortunately things happen as every year - since November 1996 we could not report a single Trans 
Atlantic reception on your usual 6955 kHz frequency. The conditions were awful due to very low 
sunspot activities! Pray that conditions may become better in the forthcoming months! Here is what 
we heard after the last EUROREPORT way back in November '96: 

October 26th saw the NAPRS celebrating its 4th anniversary and farewell broadcast and we heard it 
here on the unusual 6970 USB. Finally on November 10th signals from the ALAN MASYGA 
PROJECT, MYSTERY RADIO and WLIS came through fairly well. Finally on April 5th '97 RADIO 
AZTECA made it across the pond in unusual LSB model On the other hand a strange warbler made 
the reception impossible on 6955 kHz USB here. WREC was heard with their 4th anniversary show 
and even the VOICE OF JULIET was heard in May. Conditions seemed to have settled again for the 
summer. Anyway, we were lucky enough again to listen to some shows run by KIWI RADIO! 
Surprisingly we heard the station quite often again over Christmas and New Year on 7475 kHz USB. 
Graham Barclay relayed many stations so far and a lot were heard in Europe too: RWI, R.CITY, 
R.TITANIC, NORTHERN MUSIC R„ ROCK-IT R., KOLD, R.USA, R.DYNAMITE, R.SUE, 
R.JEMIMA, JOLLY ROGER R., and some more. KJWI even made it via Irish JOLLY ROGER 
RADIO and the Italian IRRS in Europe. Several KIWI transmissions were even heard in South 
America! No need to tell you that several stations and shows via the British RADIO FREE LONDON 
transmitters on 6275, 6400 and 3945 kHz were heard in the USA as well as from some others, e.g. 
RADIO SPACEMAN, DELTA R., JOLLY ROGER RADIO, RADIO BORDERHUNTER and 
CRAZY WAVE RADIO. 

In Europe several relays from American stations were audible during the past months. Best was the 
farewell show of Dick Pisteks NAPRS on November 17th on 48 metres via facilities provided by 
RADIO TITANIC INTERNATIONAL resulting in several reports from Sweden to Italy. Dick Pistek 
sent excellent certificates for this special appearance in Europe. 

More US stations heard in Europe on 6280 kHz have been: KDED via RADIO PANDORA, UK on 
November 17th and December 15th, THE FOX via RADIO MIRAGE, UK on November 24th, 
RADIO TWO via RADIO MIRAGE, UK or March 23rd, VOICE OF HELIUM via RADIO 
ZODIAC, UK on March 30th, and finally WPN via WEEKEND MUSIC RADIO, UK in December 
on 62 10 kHz. RADIO COC1I1GUAZ via JOLLY ROGER RADIO in May and June on 6238 kHz. 
On the last weekend in December and from June 6th to 8th this year it was time for Europe's 
"BIGGEST FREE RADIO ORGANIZATION" named LEVEL 48 with several one hour shows in a 
row by the following participants: Dutchies TORENVALK, TONAIR, TBS, DELTA, ACTION, 
SPACEMAN, British WEEKEND MUSIC and LIVE WIRE RADIO, Scandinavian FUSION and 
STARS MINE (not in June) as well as German based INTERCITY, CRAZY WAVE, BENELUX, 
PFBS and SPEEDW1NG. In December "Crazy Waver" Chris Ise met the people behind RADIO 
FREE LONDON and Jack Russel of WMR in the UK and they ran some special shows. This year 
Jens Martin of RADIO BENELUX was at Chris' site and even Marc Jones made a trip to the most 
active German Free Radio station during the past years! 

hi January a certain LEVEL 47 group appeared on the bands and made a fool of the "one and only" 
LEVEL 48! During the weeks ahead it was rumoured that some guys in the German Free Radio scene 
were accused of being the people who were responsible, e.g. RADIO NORTHSEA and 
IN TERNATIONAL MUSIC RADIO. But there seems not to be any final evidence at all. So we "look 
forward" to more news on that silly quarrel. You see the Euros are as mad as the Americans as far as 
the FREE RADIO HOBBY is concerned!!:-) 

On the other hand there were no April Fools stations this year in Europe due to very bad overall 
conditions in Europe. 

German based RADIO DR. TIM was raided by the German BAPT officials on Sunday November 
24th while relaying RADIO WONDERFUL. The transmitter, modulator and some crystals were 
confiscated. Most likely some HAM guys made complaints to the authorities after some rude on air 
discussions between "the doctor" and local HAMs who lost their way to the 48 metres some weeks 
before. So it happened that the authorities awaited DR. TIM's sign-on that particular day at the 
entrance of the town and after some 30 minutes they made their job!

Now we have some news from Eastern Europe, re3p. Ukraine, Russia, and Estonia: Since April 14th 
German based iiidio-sl.nion RADIO MARABU uses the facilities of Radio Independence of Lviv, 
Ukraine in cooperation with the so-called "The All-Ukrainian Festival Alternative" daily from 1000- 
1200 UTC and from 2100-0000 UTC on 1 1.830 kIIz(50kW), 1476 (30 kW) and at Lviv town locally 
on 106.7 FM. The signal on shortwave is quite good in Europe. 

RADIO 75, VOICE OF THE MOJAHEDS OF THE LAPTEV SEA was heard Dec 21/22 with 
operator "MIKE" as the "Commander of the armoured train" with mainly Russian and English 
announcements: Their address for reports is: R.75, P.O.Box 7, Sevastopol, 335001, Ukraine. Via their 
own equipment on Saturday 21st evening on 6290 LSB mode they were playing lots of Western 
European music and parts of old RADIO WAVES and RADIO ROKS tapes too. The signal was quite 
fair here! Some German announcements were heard as well, but obviously were part of the old 
RADIO WAVES programmes. On Sunday 22nd a relay via RADIO EUROPE was heard as well as 
on January 5(h on 7306 kHz USB. Meanwhile the station verified reports with a nice QSL package - 
card, letter, photo, and info on the station. Their first transmission took place on February 28th, 1993 
on 3915 kHz and during the period February to May 1993 RADIO 75 jammed RWBI on 76 metres! 
On March 21st, 1993 RADIO 75 had a QSO with Bill Lewis of Live Wire Radio. By the way, the 
RADIO 75 operator informed us that while preparing Tor the contest dedicated to European DX fame 
Michel Ravigneaux the station TEHERAN CRADLE OF RADIO was raided when broadcasting on 
October 1st on 76 metres and the local radio control people confiscated the SSB transmitter, a linear 
amplifier with IkW power and an antenna-tuner. The station has been on the air earlier only on the 
Moscow CB calling channel 27150 kHz FM. 

Opponent R WITHOUT BORDERS INTERNATIONAL (RWBI) made it again at least on March 29, 
April 12 and finally in May and June on 3910/3922 kHz although with dull modulation but a solid 
signal in Central Europe. The station can be reached via the DXer Artiom Prokhorov, Tashkentskaya 
19-1-181, Moscow 109444, Russia. You may use the P.O.Box 32, Moscow 1 17465, Russia too but it 
is much slower. Artiom also offers his E-mail address for RWBI, which is as follows: 
artiom@hlpcia.redline.ru R NATALIE from Estonia (P.O.Box 3260, EE-0090 Tallinn, Estonia) 
verified a report for their first show via PRRS/IMR on October 5th on 3910 kHz. The operator claims 
to have his own transmitter now, but it is not working properly yet. Anyway, they were back via the 
IRRS and PRRS service in December 1996. For the December shows DJ Valentin received 9 reports 
from Estonia, Latvia, Italy, USA and Germany. In the NATALIE-shop the operator offers a cassette 
with Estonian pop, folk and jazz for DM 10, a cassette with all Tallinn based FM stations IDs for DM 
5, a cassette with Russian pops, rock jazz, folk for DM 8. You even can order Estonian stamps if you 
collect them. The station name originates from the name of the operator 's daughter. 
Well, now alter 2.5 years it's time to say good-bye! I feel very bad about my retirement from writing 
for all the magazines like ACE, SRS-News, FRS Goes DX and Pirate Connection but I feel too busy 
with my profession and mv family to continue this column in a proper way. I'm calling the other guys 
around the world to undertake the EUROREPORT section for this excellent magazine. Chris, Harald, 
Stefan, Ian, Jack and Walter, it's on you???!!
